The actions of tha citizens of Eano in 


raising m«ans to send out competent 
men to ascertain the character and 
quantity of mineral bearing ores along 
and adjacent to the various lines of rail- 
roads, demonstrates the necessity of

The policy of the Legislature, rela- 


tive to our leading industry, has bmn 
penny wise and pound foolish 
No State 


or Terntorry, other than Nevada, whose 
leading pursuit is mining, has failed to 
provide for som« kind of a mining iep- 
resentative, either in the shapo of a 
State Mineralogist or Commissioner of 
lUines 
It is part of the duty of these 


officials to gather statistics and authorita- 
tive data of what is toiug done and to 
leport on the dereloprneuts in tbe 
Tanon» districts, and the nature and 
character of fill oies and especially of 
those notof an ordinary chancier. The 
very fact that Nevada has been so short 
sighted aha lias let Colorido, ^.rizini, 
•\ew Mexico and other mining S'ateb 
find Ten itoneb take the lead 
Today 


we have hundreds of prospsctois who 
me delving lu the mountains, bcarcoly 
subsisting, nith enough ore on their 
clumps, not only to give them all phjsi- 
oal comforts, but to aid them in their 
development', were reduction workt 
within reach 
The State knows not of 


the whereabouts of tuese men 
the 


nature of the ores, or the cuantity they 
uave, no more than if she hid no inter- 
est in her material welfaie, her greatest 
source of prosperity and wealth. Occa- 
.lonal'v rich finds ire noticed by local 
n»w&paptrs which are t,o often imposed 
upon by over enthusiastic miners, 
though they hare merit, little attention 


a given them 
The State cow has, 


through the beneficence of Congress, a 
University with a minerological depart, 
inent 
The Government has said to us 


yours is a mineral State and it is to the 
interest of the nation to provide ways 
and means to a-vebp Ib6t interes', and 
has been thus liberal 
Yet we through 


<> false idea of economy have said, we 
will let ,our light be hidden under the 
bushel, i! .capital wants to come hither 
to increase our revenue, to assist in 
bearing oar burdens of .taxation, to aid 
m .developing onr mines, it may come 
but must go it blind 
The State will 


not spund a cent to gather any reliable 
data, will not aid in giving that capital 
iny intelligent direction, (till leave it 
the prey ol the concoctois of wild cat 
schemes, or B»yn,to it, by its inaction, 
if it dots not desire to play against odds, 
in a strange and mysterious land, go 
hence, into other sections, where it can 
gather light, thus protection, from an 
intelligent head. The oouise being 
pursued by our wide awake and intelli 
gent citi/ens is a rebuke lo the State 
one \vhicli should be more than a hint 


tc» our future legislators. Had Nevada 
done her duty, to know whether it 
would pay to invest a lew thousands, or 
i million of dollars in reduction works 
within the State, nil that capitalists 
would have to do would be to examine 


• the official reports of some official head 


Tne State being remiss, it is for our 
citizens to their great credit to take the 
initiatory steu, and out of the pockets 
of contributors, capitalists are to be sat- 
isfied whethei it will pay to save our 
tninerb the expense of thippiog their 
rebellious ores to San Francisco, Salt 
Lake or^Denver, there too often, to be 
wronged by nnscrnpilons men into 
whose bands they may happen to fall. 


The work absntoed is now assured, 


and when it i» done it will be well and 
inlelligent'y done and one more ma-k 
will be scored to the credit of Reno's 
enterprise
